Ho.  1. — lanUng  Ooait  and  Ladner 

Answering  Question  No.  1  Hon.  Dr.  King  said: 

That  the  Praser  River  canyon  route  was  the  natural  one  for  connec- 
tion between  the  Coast  and  the  Interior  was  proven  by  the  fact  that  it 
had  been  selected  by  the  railways,  and  two  transcontinental  lines  now 
paralleled  it.  It  was  possible  to  construct  a  motor  road  over  the  Praser 
Canyon  route  even  with  the  railways  there,  but  the  surveys  encroached 
at  places  on  the  railway  right-of-way  and  some  bridging  would  be  neces- 


«ary.  The  adTantage  ol  the  Hope-Princeton  route  waa  that  a  new  area 
Jor  mining  would  be  opened  up.  There  waa  little  difference  Ih  the  ettl- 
matea  aa  to  the  two  routea.  The  coat  would  be  at  leaat  one  million  dol- 
lara  In  each  caae.  The  declalon  aa  to  location  would  be  baaed  on  the 
advice  of  expert  entfneera  without  any  political  Influence  being  admitted. 
Aa  far  aa  the  people  of  the  province  are  concerned,  he  believed  that  they 
were  prepared  to  give  aufflclent  money  to  give  the  highway  connection 
between  the  Coaat  and  the  Interior,  and  It  waa  the  duty  of  the  govern- 
ment to  aee  that  the  beat  route  waa  choaen. 


Ho.  2 — ^Kootenay  Unks  in  Transprovincial  Highway 

Aa  to  Queatlon  No.  2:

Ho.  4 — Olark  Bead,  Ooqnitlam 
As  to  Question  No.  4: 

The  Public  Works  Department  would  assist  this  road  as  a  secondary 
highway  on  a  fifty-fifty  basis  with  the  Municipality  of  Coquitlam. 


Ho.  6 — Oominion  Aid  to  B.  0.  Highways 

As  to  Question  No.  6: 

The  province  1b  ready  to  present  to  the  Dominion  government  a  road 
jsonatructlon  programme  for  the  next  five  yeara.  one  that  la  Ukaly  to  be 


•ooepted  by  the  AdTtsory  Board.  The  Dominion  government  U  giving 
$1,260,000  to  thlB  province  to  be  apent  during  the  next  five  year^-not  a 
large  Bum  when  It  la  remembered  that  the  province  ahould  have 
$2,260,000  each  year  tor  the  maintenance  of  Ita  roada.  The  Dominion 
government  will  contribute  on  a  baals  of  40  per  cent,  tor  the  60  per 
cent,  contributed  by  the  province. 


No.  6 — Qovernment  Aid  to  Ferries 

As  to  Question  No.  i: 

The  Initial  expenditure  on  terries  will  be  „orne  by  the  province  but 
the  communities  benefited  are  expected  to  pay  for  the  maintenance  by 
tolls  as  In  the  case  of  the  Ladner-Woodward's  ferry. 


No.  7 — Increase  in  Motor  "Jar  Taxation 

Aa  to  Question  No.  7; 

Motor  car  license  fees  are  to  be  substantially  Increased  bv  legislation 
at  this  session  of  the  legislature.  The  possibility  of  earmarking  receipts 
from  motor  taxation  for  road  Improvement  was  also  being  considered  by 
the  government. 


No.   8 — Pacific  Highway  Bontes 

As  to  Question  No.  8: 

The  government  proposes  to  proceed  with  the  paving  of  the  Pacific 
Highway  as  quickly  aa  possible.  Investigation  is  going  on  aa  to  the 
beat  route,  whether  by  the  present  Pacific  Highway  or  by  the  Somlahmoo 
Trail,  the  intention  of  the  government  being  that  only  the  route  serving 
the  public  Interests  the  best  will  be  chosen.  The  government  had  con- 
fidence in  lu  engineering  staff  and  were  prepared  to  take  the  advice  of 
that  staff  as  to  the  best  route. 


No.  9 — General  Highway  Policy  of  Oovemment 

As  to  Question  No.  9: 

The  government  are  trying  to  get  the  people  of  the  province  to  look
